SOUNDS NEW DOCTRINE OF 
WORLD PEACE IN INAUGURAL 


President, in Same Breath, Warns U. 
S. May Have to go Farther 
Than Armed Neutrality 


NOT BY OUR PURPOSE, HE SAYS 


Pleads tor Limitation of World Ar­ 
mament and Equal Responsi­ 
bility for Maintaining Peace 


EQUALITY OF RIGHTS AS WELL 


Urges Crushing of All Attempts 
Within a Nation to Organize 
Revolt Against Another

Washington, March 5.—President 
Wilson sounded a new doctrine 
in 
internationalism and world peace in 
his inaugural address today; but in 
the same breath 
warned that 
the 
Vnited States “may require a more 
immediate 
association” 
with 
the 
war than mere armed neutrality. 
His principal plea for world peace 
spoken before the thousands attend­ 
ing his second inauguration 
called 
forth : 
Limitation of world armament. 
Equal interests and responsibility 
for maintaining peace. 
Equality of nations in all matters 
of right or privilege. 
Destruction 
of the 
“armed bal­ 
ance of power.” 
That all the world should support 
no other power than the view that 
“governments derive 
nil their just 
powers from the consent of the gov­ 
erned.” 
Freedom of the seas equal to all. 
Crushing of all attempts within a 
nation to organize or assist a révo­ 
lution against another nation. 
The 
speech 
solemnly 
suggested 
that despite the war fires raging and 
despite the possibility that this na­ 
tion must take a broader hand, still 
that peace is coming soon. 
“The shadows that 
now lie dark 
upon our path will soon be dispell­ 
ed,” the president declared. 
“Arm­ 
ed ^neutrality 
is 
our 
stand. 
Yet 
this may not suffice. 
“We may even be drawn by cir­ 
cumstances, not by our own purpose 
or desire, to a more active 
asser­ 
tion of our rights as we see them 
and a more immediate 
association 
with the great struggle itself.”

Comment both 
public and in the 
British newspa­ 
pers reflected 
a more 
sympathetic 
attitude towards the American exe­ 
cutive and the problem than at 
any 
time in recent weeks.

“blockaded” passage of the armed 
neutrality mens lire 
in 
the 
senate 
came in for universal criticism “for 
thwarting 
the 
nation’s 
will,” 
as 
newspapers expressed it.

REALLY 2 PRIMARY 
ELECTIONSTUESDAY 


Commissioners Cite Fact Right to 
Challenge Rests With Party 
Whose Ballot Voter Seeks 


( By United Preea.) 
Washington, March 5.— President 
Wilson has asked the legal author­ 
ities of the government to give him 
an opinion within 
24 
hours 
as to 
whether or not he has the power to 
furnish 
armament 
for 
American 
merchantmen without special auth­ 
ority by congress. 
Cpon 
this 
condition 
depends 
whether the president will go against 
the senate’s failure 
to act 
on the 
crmed neutrality bill. 
To fix responsibility before 
the 
country «eventv-six senators, thirty 
republicans and forty-six democrats 
signed a manifesto Saturday 
night 
to tell the world that they favored 
the passage of the armed neutral­ 
ity bill. 
This declaration, embodied 
in the record of the senate, refer­ 
red to the 
fact 
that 
the 
house 
Thursday night had passed a similar 
hill by a vote 
of 403 
to 13 and 
also pointed out that the senate rule 
[om itting unlimited debate gave a 
small minority the chance to throttle 
the will of the big majority. 
Pr* sjdt-nf Wilson last night in 
a 
slatcmcnt asserted 
that he may be 
without 
power 
to 
arm 
merchant 
ships and that an extra session of 
congress 
is necessary 
to give him 
the power. 
However, 
he 
declared 


that it would be useless to call 
a 
special session which 
would 
meet 
under conditions 
similar to those 
when the armed neutrality bill was 
killed.

“ A little group of 
wilful 
men,” 
says the president in his statement, 
“representing no opinion but 
their 
own, have rendered 
the great gov­ 
ernment of the Vnited States help­ 
less and contemptible.” 
“The termination of the last ses­ 
sion of the sixty-fourth congress by 
constitutional limitation discloses a 
situation unparalleled in the history 
of the country, perhaps unparalleled 
in the history of any modern govern­ 
ment. 
In the immediate 
presence 
of a crisis fraught 
with more sub­ 
tle and far-reaching possibilities of 
national danger than any other the 
government has 
known 
within the 
whole 
history 
of its international 
relations, the congress has been un­ 
able to act either to safeguard the 
i-ountry or to vindicate the elemen­ 
tary rights of its citizens. 
“More than 500 of the 531 num ­ 
bers of the two houses 
were ready 
and anxious to act, 
the 
house 
of 
representatives had 
acted 
by an 
overwhelming ma jority, but the sen­ 
ate was unable to act because a lit­ 
tle group of eleven senators had de­ 
termined that it should not. 
The senate 
has 
no 
rules 
by 
which 
debate 
can 
be limited or 
brought to an end; no rules by which 
dilatory Tactics of any kind can be 
prevented. 
A single 
member 
can 
stand in the 
way 
of action if he 
have hut the 
physical 
endurance. 
The result in this ease is a complete 
paralysis alike of the legislative and 
of the 
executive 
branches 
of the 
government. 


“This inability 
of the 
senate to 
act has rendered some of the most 
necessary legislation of the session 
impossible 
at a time 
when 
the 
need for it was moat pressing 
and 
most evident. 
The bill which would 
have permitted such combinations of 
capital and of organization in the 
export and import trade of the coun 
try as the circumstanoes of interna 
tional competition 
have 
made im 
pera ti ve— a bill which 
the business 
judgment of the whole country ap 
proved and demanded—has failed. 
“The opposition 
of one 
or tw< 
senators has made it impossible to 
increase the membership of the In 
terstate Commerce Commission or to 
give the altered organization neces« 
sary to its efficiency. 
The eonser 
vntion bill, which should have re 
leaded for immediate use the minerà 
up 
resources which a rt still locked 
in the public lands, now that their prospect for a small vote,

Seventieth Session 
of General As­ 
sembly Passes Much Progressive 
Legislation— Ends at Midnight 


Everything is all set for the pri­ 
mary election 
tomorrow 
with 
the 
exception of passing 
out the sup­ 
plies and that will be done tonight at 
the council 
chamber. 
The 
voting 
moths were put in place this after­ 
noon and the polls will open tomor­ 
row morning at six o’clock. 
The inspectors will get their sup­ 
plies from the election commission­ 
ers tonight. 
The council rooms will 
je open at seven o’clock. 
The in­ 
spectors were asked today to 
bring 
the clerks along with them so that 
the board can 
explain 
the second 
choice voting. 


At 
the 
last primary practically 
every election 
hoard 
was required 
o tabulate the vote 
a second time 
because of mistakes in figuring the 
second choice votes. 
Members 
of 
the ¡board will explain to the clerks 
the method to be followed iu tabula­ 
ting the vote in order to make the 
work easy and to save the time of 
having to recount 
the ballots. 
The 
election board will not take the tally 
sheets unless they are correct, so it 
to the advantage of the eleetion 
clerks to attend the meeting tonight. 
The election commissioners, Verne 
Norris, Will Newbold and Carl Gun­ 
ning stated today that 
any of the 
election officials 
would be welcome 
to call tonight and the law would be 
explained to them. 
At the last pri­ 
mary the official 
returns were 
de­ 
layed 
many 
hours 
because 
the 
boards did not know how to carry 
forward the second choice votes on 
the tally sheets. 
By explaining this 
to the various 
boards 
no 
trouble 
should result. 


The election commissioners 
also 
called attention 
to the fact 
that 
two separate primary elections will 
be held tomorrow, 
although 
con­ 
ducted from the same polling places. 
The 
right 
to 
challenge on 
the 
grounds of party affiliation belongs 
to the party whose ballot the 
voter 
is seeking. 
At least one democratic candidate 
has made an appeal for republican 
support at the primary. 
A repub­ 
lican asking for a democratic bal­ 
lot, should he be challenged, 
must 
make affidavit that he was affiliated 
with that party at the last preced­ 
ing election; that he voted for a ma­ 
jority v of the candidates 
of 
that 
party and that he intends to sup­ 
port o majority at the coming -elec­ 
tion. 
Under these rules a republi­ 
can could not vote for a democrat 
or a democrat for a republican. The 
election hoard desired 
to make 
plain that two 
separate 
primaries 
are to lie held.

from this source is expected. 
The candidates and party work 
ers were worried

Indianapolis, Ind., March 5.—Bit­ 
ter figljfs 
on important 
measures 
marked the closing day of the Ind­ 
iana legislative session today. 
The bill legalizing Sunday moving 
picture shows was the center of 
a 
warm debate in the senate when the 
measure came up for concurrence in 
amendments. 
The senate refused to 
agree to the amendments and a con­ 
ference committee was named to at­ 
tempt to reach a compromise 
with 
the house. 
Objection was made to the clause 
creating a film commission. 
It was 
indicated that the 
governor 
would 
refuse to sign 
the 
hill if it pro­ 
vided for a commission. 
Swain’s hill establishing separate 
departments of hanking and insur­ 
ance passed the house. 
Other hills 
receiving 
favorable 
action in 
the 
house were: Kinder’s bill providing 
that workmen will have to wait only 
seven days instead of fourteen after 
they have been injured; Blaekmore’s 
bill making the attorney general ap­ 
pointive instead of elective; VanAu- 
ken’s hill abolishing 
the office 
of 
reporter of the supreme court. 
Thi -^senate passed the following 
measures : Cravens’ 
tax 
measures 
repealing the one and one-half cent- 
levv for the sinking fund; reducing 
therihree-cent levy for the 
general 
fund and reducing 
the 
vocational 
du cation levy from one to one-half 
i cent; Beardsley’s Bill changing the 
■egistration law so that women will 
le assured the opportunity of vot­ 
ing for delegates 
to the constitu­ 
tional convention. 
Midnight 
tonight 
will 
mark the 
lose of the seventieth 
session of 
the Indiana general assembly. Both 
louses continued in session through­ 
out the day, passing and killing bills 
without devoting much time to delib­ 
eration of the measures. 
Speeches 
were limited to one 
minute. 
Late 
this afternoon many bills were 
on 
the 
desks of Lieut. Gov. Bush and 
Speaker Eschbach awaiting disposal. 
The session of the legislature has 
:>een remarkable in more ways than 
one. 
Progressive législation, such as the 
state has never before experienced, 
was 
passed. 
Prohibition, 
woman 
suffrage and the calling of a consti­ 
tutional convention head the list of 
laws in importance. 
All three were 
the objects of the most bitter fights 
and held up much of the administra­ 
tion 
legislation until the 
last few 
days of the session. 
Passage 
of these 
measures was 
due to a large extent to the work of 
the women who waged the fight for 
prohibition and a constitutional con­ 
vention 
along with their 
suffrage 
battle. 
Another thing which will make this 
session of thp legislature a memor­ 
able one, was the peculiar situation 
existing in the upper 
house which 
was evenly divided 
between demo­ 
crats and 
republicans—twenty-five 
members of each party being mem­ 
bers. 
Despite this fact, there were 
only iwo tie votes 
cast during the 
session. These were on the same day 
or minor 
motions. 
The tie was 
broken by the vote of the Lieut. Gov. 
Bush. 


Starts Investigation Into the Death 
of Russell J. Hilbert. 


The Fayette county grand jury to­ 
day began the investigation into the 
death of Russell J. Hilbert, who died 
in convulsions two weeks ago Sat­ 
urday at his home near Orange, ac­

ville. The boy’s father, Herman Hil­ 
bert, and his 
step-mother, Lillian 
Hilbert, are held in .jail charged with 
first 
degree murder in 
an affidavit 
filed by the prosecutor. 
Many per­ 
sons near Orange were summoned to 
testify before the grand jury. It was 
stated at Connersville the coroner’s 
verdict in the case was expected late 
today or tomorrow.

Edmund G. Gant of Greenfield was 
awarded the contract 
for the con­ 
struction of 
the 
Frank 
M. Capp 
highway in Rushville township 
this 
afternoon by the 
county 
commis­ 
sioners. 
The contract 
price 
was 
$45,250. 
Gant’s bid was the lowest 
of the four submitted. 


Ihe road is to he const moted 
of 
concrete. 
The highway is commonly 
called the New Salem pike and 
the 
new road will extend from 
the end 
of the brick street in Jersey City 
to the Noble township line, 
a dis­ 
tance of two and 
one-half miles. 
The concrete roadbed is to be six­ 
teen feet wide and on each 
side is 
to be a gravel fill, making the road 
twenty to twenty-five feet wide the* 
entire length. 
The paving of this section of the 
Load is looked upon as a beginning 
of a ¡laved highway to the county 
line to the southeast. 
A petition is 
ready to extend the road on through 
Noble township, but cannot be pre­ 
sented at this time as Noble town­ 
ship is bonded to the limit, under 
the law. 


Gant promised the commissioners 
to start work just as soon as the 
bonds were sold. He stated that the 
work would start 
not 
later 
than 
April 1. 
The contract calls for the 
completion of the road by November 
1. 


Other bids were as follows: A. F. 
Cohee, Frankfort. $45,500; 
George 
T. Miller, Lebanon, $40,017; Masters 
Construction 
Company, 
Seymour, 
$46,124. 
The estimate on the road 
was 046.500. 


At the morning session the com­ 
missioners allowed the usual claims. 
Bids for the Tsanc Webb bridge 
were ordered advertised for April 2. 
A ease for the clerk’s offiffiee is also 
to he bought on this «lay, bids hav­ 
ing, been advertised. 
The 
commissioners 
ordered 
the 
Supt. 
of the 
county 
poor 
farm 
to submit a report showing the re- 
eeits and 
disbursements 
for 
last 
year. 
The commissioners have no 
fault to find with the management 
of the farm and simply desire 
the 
figures in order to see if some way 
can not he devised to make the farm 
self-sustaining.

that the expenditures 
exceeded the 
receipts last year 
by about $5,000. 
The report to Ik* submitted will serve 
as a basis on which to work out the 
problem. .

Wilson was 
inducted into his second term to­ 
day. 
The spirit of the time harked 
back to the days of Lincoln. 
The thrill and 
solemnity 
of war 
was stamped upon the simple demo­ 
cratic ceremony though a strain of 
peace ran through 
the proceedings 
too. 


It was just 12:47 o’clock when 
Wilson kissed the Bible, 
completing 
the oath which he had taken twice 
within two days. 
in an open carriage 
drawn 
by 
four horses, 
in true colonial fash­ 
ion, President Wilson at 11 o’clock 
drove through the great iron gates 
of the White House, down Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue, between massed lanes 
of frantic Americans, to the €apit«>L 
where, after witnessing the swear­ 
ing-in 
of his second-in-command, 
Vice-President 
Marshall, 
he 
was 
to take his formal oath of office. 
Mrs. W ilson following a precedent 
set 
by 
Mrs. Taft, 
rode 
to the 
Capitol with her husband. 
The President’s carriage was sur­ 
rounded by a personal escort of the 
2nd cavalry, 
and was 
followed by 
the Vice-President’s 
carriage, alsa 
drawn by four horses, eseorted hv 
the famous black horse troop of the 
Culver Military Institute of Indiana, 
Marshall’s home state. 


A third carriage 
contained 
the 
President’s military aides and inau­ 
gural officials. 
As the small party clattered down 
the flag 
decked 
way, 
storms 
of 
cheers followed him along the his­ 
toric way. 
The President frequent­ 
ly arose and, hat in hand, acknow­ 
ledged the acclamation. 
Arriving at the Capitol, President 
and Mrs. Wilson and Vice-President 
and Mrs. Marshall were met 
by 
a 
special committee of Senators 
and 
Representatives and escorted to the 
President’s Room 
and 
the 
Vice- 
President’s Room, both just off the 
Senate chamber. 


Immediately afterwards they pro­ 
ceeded under a distingui>4ied escort 
of Congressmen to the Senate cham­ 
ber. 
Mrs. Wilson and M rs. 
Mar­ 
shall were 
escorted to a 
specially 
prepared section of the Senate gal­ 
lery, to witness the ceremony 
of 
swearing-in the Vice-President and 
the new senators. 
Custom forbids 
the floor of the Senate to women of 
all ranks.

As the brief ceremony, which in­ 
ducted her husband into the second 
highest office the nation can accord, 
was completed, Mrs. Marshall, from 
the gallery waved 
a tiny handker­ 
chief down to the Vice-President. 
The Vice-President then assumed 
his chair as President 
of the Sen­ 
ate, and in turn administered 
the 
oath of fidelity to

There were 32 Senators- 
elect or re-elected Senators to take 
the oath.

Arriving on the Presidential stand 
the President, flanked bv the 
jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court, Govern­ 
ors of States, Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives, Ambassadors and 
Min­ 
isters Plenipotentiary 
of 
foreign 
governments, ranking officers of the 
land and naval forces of the United 
States and members of his Cabinet, 
received the oath from C hief Justice 
White of the Supreme Court. 
From the President’s appearance 
until the assembled
